! : DERRY, Thursday. 

For the closing stages of the North-West 
of lreland ricultural Society's Show, the 
weather was fine, but somewhat cloudy. The 
work of potgne having been completed in 
most of asses, there was a better oppor- 
tunity of comparing the various exhibits, and 
many visitors availed themselves of the 
opportunity to the utmost. Keen interest 
was taken in the milking competitions and 
the poultry, and in the afternoon a large 
crowd watched the riding, driving, and 
jumping competitions. Mr. James Cameron, 
one of the judges, was surrounded by a 
number of young farmers while he gave a 
demonstration on the points of the Bhort- 
horn, Aberdeen-Angus, and the Clydesdales. 
He pointed out the difference between beef 
and dairy shorthorns, and gave some hints 
on the shoeing of Clydesdales. Other attrac- 
tions’ were the competitions by the military 
in turn-out, mule-racing, and mule tug-of-war 
teams. Mr. A. Frazer, as Secretary, had 
charge of the general arrangements, which 
were ably carried out. 

EDUCATIONAL EXHIBIT. 

‘The Ministry of Agriculture of Northern 
Ireland had a comprehensive and interesting 
educational exhibit. In the main agricultural 
section, promibegce was given to the forma- 
tion of good pastures and the-improving of 
poor pastures. Attention was also given to 
the destruction of charlock in oats by spray- 
ing with copper sulphate, the destruction of 
leather-jacket grub by the Paris Green brand 
of mixture; milk recording and feeding with 
special reference to milk yield; rations for 
calves and pigs, the production of milk that 
will keep sweet; flax and potato culture, the 
latter with special reference to the raising 
of immune varieties, suitable for export. 

In the horticultural section there were 
examples of pruning and the management of 
fruit trees, and home fruit bottling, while 
the Plant Diseases Division showed how to 
deal with farm and garden pests. Special 
attention in. the poultry section was devoted 
to the housing of poultry, the cutting of 
layers, and the selection of breeding birds. 
Another portion of the exhibit dealt with the 
marketing of eggs in accordance with the 
regulations of the Eggs Act. What Irish 
eggs have to compete against in Great Britain 
was indicated on a map. Leaflets and photo- 
graphs were in evidence to show the means 
available for the training of farmers’ sons 
and daughters at Greenmount Agricultural 
College and the Ulster Dairy School. The 
importance of winter agricultural classes was 
also urged. 

In the pedigree shorthorn dairy cow class, 
the first prize went to Mr. Wauchob’s Fairy 
Queen Sid, a four-year-old that gave SSib. 
of milk at the morning milking. Mr. Hood's 
four-year-old, Teeny Girl, with a yield of 
S3slb., was second. Mr. Wauchobs Fairy 
Queen 2nd. with 39lb., was third. For crosa 
bred cows, Mr. Crawford's Biddy, with 291b., 


was first.

At the Melville Hotel the judges and other 
officials of the North-West of Ireland Agricul- 
tural Society were entertained at dinner by 
the President of the Society, Mr. T. F.

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
6im,—The recent discussions in the Dail 
on industrial: and re Is

y arises from the fact that be 

in the Act of Parliament which 
established them. It must, however, be re- 
membered that boys sent to industrial schools 
need have no stain whatever on their 
character. In nearly every instence the child | 
is sent to an industrial school because of the 
death of the bread-winner or because of the 
want of proper guardianship. Those of tender 
years—four to seven—are sent to convent 
schools, and are, later on, transferred to 
senior schools. Those over seven years are 
generally sent direct to senior schools, and, 
unless for poverty or ep 4 sm guardian- 
ship, hardly one cent. of those attendi 
industrial schools any cause of committal. | 
How cruel it is, therefore, to them and their 
relatives to have them bracketed with those 
who have, at a responsible age, been guilty of 
some délinquency—to have a stigma attached 
to them through life, and all for what 1 
simply their misfortune, not their fault. . 

A ire was also expressed for information 
as to the percentage of boys who turned out 
satisfactorily and what percentage proved 1n- 
corrigible. Speaking of Artane, I have no 
hesitation in saying that at least 96 to 98 prr 
cent, are satisfactory, and, though an occa- 
sional one may have proved unsatisfactory, I 
cannot bring to memory a single boy for the 
past thirty years turning out incorrigible.

the boys cost over £100, , and not a frac- 
tion of this huge sum was granted by the 
Government of the day. It was partly paid 
off by subscriptions and the balance met by 
borrowed money. At present there hangs 
over Artane a debt of some £20,000, pilus a 
big deficit consequent on the small number 
of committals, on the rise in price of all 
school necessaries and on the large increase in 
wages in recent years. There is little prospect 
of clearing off this debt unless some of those 
whose means can afford it come to our assist- 
ance. There is accommodation for 830 boys 
in the school, though the actual number at 
present in attendance is only 620. Misleading 
statements on this point were made. recently 
in a leaderette in one of the Dublin papers. 

Artane has fully justified all that it was 
established íor. The value of the work done 
has been attested by the most celebrated 
educationalists. The most distinguished per- 
sonages in Church and State—cardinals, arch- 
bishops, bishops and abbots—from Rome, 
Australia, America, England, etc; have 
testified to its worth. The fact that it has 
turned out year after year hundreds of boys 
trained in industrial pursuits, that it has not 
only procured situations for them, but has 
followed their course and given them a help- 
ing hand for years after leaving school, and, 
wa wove! that these boys have proved them- 
selves self-reliant and self-supporting—a valu- 
able asset to the State—is the best testimony 
to the great work that has been accomplished. 

I beg, then, publicly to appeal to those who, 
by position or influence, can aid us to see 
that the industrial schools be put on such a 
financial basis as will enable managers to tide 
over their difficulties and continue efficiently 
the great work in which they are engaged for 
a most deserving class of children,—Yours, 
etc., : P. O. Ryan, Manager.

nearly £7,000, if it meets with the support it 
deserves. 

Everyone can help, and the individual! effort 
is so small that none should refuse—merely 
a small tea-party, a toll of 1s. per guest, and 
& promise from each of them to carry on the 
chain by doing likewise, but with fewer 
guests. The scheme is as follows:—A asks 
8 guests to tea; each brings Is. A sends the 
money, with names and addresses of her 
8 guests, to ‘the Hon. Secretary, c/o Lady 
Osborne RBeauclerk, the Grammar School, 
Clonmel, Co. Tipperary. Each of these 
8 guests (Bs) ask 7 guests (Cs), who each ask 
6 guests; Ds ask 5 guests, Es ask 4 guests, 
Fs 3 guests, Gs 2 guests, and Hs 1 guest. 
Each hostess sends the names and addresses 
of her guests, together with their shillings, to 
the Hon. Sec., who immediately sends to each 
of them the necessary invitation cards and 
leaflets for their parties. The single guests 
at the end give 2s. 

I wish everyone could realise how much 
the smal! effort of each individual link in this 
chain should ultimately produce, if the chain 
is carried through to its conclusion; and why 
despair invades the office when cards are 
returned and links are broken.

Sirn,—At the present time,. when organised 
efforts are being made to attract visitors to 
the beauty spots of this country, as well as to 
induce our own~people to tailte their holidays 
here, it becomes a public duty ‘to call atten- 
tion to factors that tend not onty to neutralise 
these laudable efforts, but also to blacken—in 
the eyes of the stranger—the character of the 
nation. The columns of the Dublin Press 
have lately been occupied with examples of 
excessive -charges in the vicinity*of Dublin, 
but the followmg from the Hill of Howth is 
a world’s record. A party of eight ladies 
went from a Southern suburb on Tuesday last 
to spend a day on the Hill, and brought 
with them. materials for a picnic: As they 
required hot water for tea on two occasions, 
the occupants of a cottage, when approached 
for the purpose, “ kindly ’’ . volunteered to 
supply the hot water and to make the tea. 

When the party were thinking of returning 
home, they discussed among themselves what 
remuneration they ought to give the cottagers 
for their kindness, and a contribution was 
made up and á decision was alsd arrived at 
to hand over the unused comestibles. Before 
doing so, however. a spokeswoman of the 
party inquired if ‘there was anything due for 
supplying the hot water, and: was promptly 
informed that the charge was 4s. On prin 
ciple, this extortionate sum was not paid, but 
2s. 6d. was finally paid over—about one-third 
of the amount that had been intended to be 
handed over as a voluntary contribution in 
recognition of Irish “ hospitality.’’ . Excur-

000, or any sum whatsoever, in ‘respect 
of an¥ of the classes oí assurance business 
carried on by them in the Irish Free State; 
and a declaration that the Minister fon In- 
dustry and Commerce for the Irish Free State 
is nót entitled to require them to make any 
such lodgment of $90, or any other sum 
in respect.of any of the said classes of assur- 
ance business carried on by them in the Free 
State, and ‘that thé ‘plaintiffs are not under 
any obligation to comply with such requisition 
made upon them by the defendants. 

Mr. Jellett, K-C., who, with Mr. Overend, 
K.C., and Mr, Campbell (instructed by 
Messrs. Molloy, Fayle and Co.), opened the 
case for the plaintiffs, said that there was no 
dispute ahdout the facts of the case, and the 
question that was involved wag a question of 
law arising out of certain’ Statutes that he 
would refer to later. Jt was a matter of very 
constder importance, because it involved 
this question—-whether the insurance company 
that had already complied with the Insurance 
Act of 1909 by depositing, as in this case, 
two sums of £20,000 each—240,000 in all— 
were obliged to lodge another £40,000 over 
again. 

The Western Australian Insurance Company 
was jncorporated. on the Sth of July, 1912, 
and it was established. as an insurance com- 
pany. In the year 1914 it extended its insur- 
ance business to the whole of the then United 
Kingdom, including, of course, the area now 
occupied by the Free State; and since 1912, 


been carrying on its business within the 
United Kingdom under four heads— life assur- 
ance, fire insurance, accident assurance and 
employers’ liability insurance. 

£40,000 ALREADY LODGED. 

The next thing that # was important for 
his lordship to know was that when they 
established their business in the United 
Kingdom in 1912 they complied with the pro- 
visions of the Act. to which he had already 
referred, and deposited with the Paymaster- 
General, an ‘officer of the Supreme Court, 
£20,000 «in respect af life assurance and 
another £20,000 in respect of employers’ 
liability insurance.

The Hole'in the Dyke. 


A fortnight ago the Free State Senate 
passed a resolution. on the subject of 
divorce for which it invited the con- 
currence of the Dail. The resolution pro- 
posed that bills for divorce a vinculo 
matrimonit should be read a first time in 
each House before they could make further 
progress in the Senate. In effect, as we 
pointed out at the time, the acceptance of 
this proposal by both Houses would not 
improve the position of candidates for 
divorce, since the Dail, as now constituted, 
would refuse a first reading to any divorce 
bill. which carried the right of re-marriage. 
By the ution, however, the Senate 
offered to the Dail a way of escape from its 
decision that the right of divorce a vinculo 
matrimonti should be denied to all citizens 
of the Free State. We are deeply sorry 
that the opportunity has been dismissed ; 
for in the Dail yesterday President 
Cosgrave moved, and the House unani- 
mously endorsed, the rejection of the 
-Senate’s overture. Mr. Cosgrave was per- 
fectly frank in the matter. After his 
speech there can be no sort of doubt con- 
cérning the Government’s and the Dail’s 
attitude to the liberty of those subjects of 
the Saorstat who do not accept the teach- 
ings of the Roman Catholic Church on the. 
question of divorce. It is the déliberate! 
purpose of the Executive and the Lows 
| House, as now constituted, that, however 
clear the justice of apy claim may be and 
however urgent the herdship, no citizen 
shall be able hereafter to seex relief from 
the bonds of a disastrous marriage. The 
President’s position. is, as he claims, per- 
fectly ‘‘ logical.’** He will not ‘allow ‘the 
‘‘ unsavoury details’ of divorce cases to 
be discussed in a legislative chamber where 
there is “ne intention to grant relief.” 
‘Perhaps, the Senate’s proposal was not 
logical, but it possessed 4 vittue which the

Naturally, so lonz 
as it stands, it bars and bolts the door 
against the unity of North and South. 


A Pact of Peace. 


Few new facts have emerged from the 
debate ih the House of Commons on the 
proposed Peace Pact between France, 
Germany and Britain. There seems 
to be little doubt that, so far as Britain 
is concerned, the proposal will be approved. 
As Mr. Lloyd George has said, however, 
it is right that the British people shall 
know precisely to what they are being 
committed. Germany proposes to guarantee 
the Western frontier of France; in other 
words, she is ready to pledge herself not 
to seek to recover Alsace-Lorraine, and to 
maintain a “ demilitarfyed " zone on the 
Rhine in order that France may be com- 
pletely free from all fear of invasion. 
Naturally, the proposal is meant to be 
reciprocal, France also must undertake 
not to attack Germany, and Britain will 
be expected to guarantee the signature of 
each contracting party. Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain told the House of Commons 
that Britain would not go beyond that 
guarantee. She will be pledged to go to 
war only if either France 
should break her bond, and then only 
when all the resources of an exhaustive 
arbitration system should have failed. 
Apparently, Germany's 
sincere, and, if it is 
the chances of another great war 
within the next fifty years will 
be reduced considerably. Nobody who has 
any knowledge of human nature pretends 
that this or any other pact will make 
war impossible; but it will bring disarma- 
ment in Europe into the region of practi- 
cal politics,

If Germany then 
should refuse the request of France, and 
prevent her by force from sending troops 
to Peland, what would be the position 
of Britain? Mr. Chamberlain seems to be 
satisfied that the proposed pact will bind 
Britain to nothing outside the obligations 
which it specifies. He says that, in the 
event of a Russo-Polish dispute, followed 
by a Franco-German war, Britain would 
have a completely free hand. He was 
careful to. point out at the beginning of 
his speech, however, that the days of 
isolation, “splendid ” or otherwise, were 
over, and that Britain could not separate 
herself from the Continent. A war such 
as that which Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
adumbrated could not fail to involve the 
British nation. 

The proposed pact ought to over-ride 
all existing arrangements except those 
which have been made under the direct 
gis of the League of Nations. Private 
alliances constitute the greatest danger 
to» peace. No man or nation can serve 
two masters, and any pledge-bound group 
which is outside the League of Nations 
must interlere, sooner or later, with the 
aims of that body. The proposed Franco- 
German Pact offers great hope to Europe, 
but it ought to be accompanied by further 
pacts between Germany and her Eastern 
neighbours. If Poland and Germany 
cannot agree to guarantee the inviolability 
of each other's frontiers, they, at least, 
can bind themselves to submit any possible 
dispute to arbitration, and all the forces 
of diplomacy ought to be directed towards 
that end.. For the moment negotiations 
with Russia are impossible; but, when 
all is said and done, no real guarantee 
of Europe s peace can be secured until 
she is brought back into the family of 
nations. Any pact or series of pacts, 
therefore, that is concluded at present 
must be regarded as temporary, and a 
blank space ought to be left for Russia's 
signature - Germany's entry into the 
League will give the Russian people an 
excellent lead. “It will show thgm that 
the nations of Europe are determined to 
do everything in their power to achieve a 
lasting peace, and ultimately may persuade 
them to abandon their attitude of hostile 
isolation. There is no other way. Force 
has failed, and will continue to fail, to 
convert Russia, and until she is converted 
all our hopes of world Gearmnanan will 


be in vain.

the statutory speed limit. The dis- 
crepancy between the law and the practice 
is .unsatisfactory. It leaves drivers in 
doubt as to the speed which they can use 
with impunity, and again it hinders the 
police in the suppression of . dangerous 
driving in crowded areas, since the offender 
may be technically within the allowed 
speed. At the suggestion of the British | 
Home Secretary a committee of members 
of Parliament has been in consultation 
with officials at Scotland Yard, and recom- 
mendations have been put forward for the 
reform of the law as it affects the London 
Metropolitan area,. which deserve. imita- 
tion elsewhere. An agreed 
points out that the practice of setting 
police traps to time cars on stretches of, 
road succeeds in some measure in dis- 
couraging excessive speeds, but has little 
effect in checking dangerous driving at 
cross-roads, round corners and in busy 
spots. The speed limit should be raised 
or abolished, and dangerous, rather than 
fast, driving should be punished. The 
statement recommends that uniformed 
police should be stationed at danger-points, 
and prosecutions should follow driving 
which common-sense shows to be dangerous, 
irrespective of speed, Patrols by police 
mounted on motor-cycles, as in America, 
should be instituted to check driving at 
really excessive speed on long expanses of 
road where the limit of merely twenty 
miles an hour could not reasonably be 
imposed. It is desired, then, to give 
greater flexibility to the regulations. If 
this is done, no motorists will have cause 
to complain save those boors who to-day, by 
their inconsiderate methods of driving, 
imperil other users of the road while yet 
keeping within the letter of the law. 


Substance of Stars. 


Ever since Chaldean shepherds in the 
earliest ages watched the stars with eyes 
that could discern satellites which needed 
our telescopes for their re-discovery, men 
have yearned to know the secrets of the 
heavens. Not until our own age, however, 
was it conceived that men would be enabled 
actually to identify the substance of the 
heavenly bodies. This, however, was 
achieved when spectrum analysis was 
devised. As every reader knows, the prin- 
ciple of this scientific process is that light, 
passed through a prism, splits up into 
an arrangement of colours and bars which 
varies in accordance with the nature of 
the ignited substance that occasions the 
flame. The spectra of the various elements 
have been recorded by experiment, and it 
is now possible to trace the elements which 
are the source of those fires in the heavens 
that light our world. A piece of im- 
portant spectroscopic research has been 
completed recently by Miss Payne, of the 
Harvard University, who has laid a pre- 
liminary account of her conclusions before 
the British Astronomical Association. 
Miss Payne has devised a method by 
which not merely the elements present in 
stars examined by the spectroscope may be 
discovered, but the proportion in which 
they are mixed or combined. The most 
remarkable result of her investigations is 
the discovery that the chemical constitu- 
tion of the stars, no matter in which 
quarter of the universe they are placed. 
is found to be virtually the same. Another 
student of the heavens, Professor J. C. 
McLennan, has applied spectrum analysis 
to the Aurora Borealis. and: has found 
oxygen, nitrogen and helium in those 
yellow-green, shifting shafts which are so 
beautiful a phenomenon in our Northern 
skies. A cold sea of helium sixty miles 
above the earth is thus revealed in a 
Canadian laboratory.

LONDON LETTER.

The Socialist motion of censure on the 
Government for its supposed failure to 
deal in a satisfactory manner with the 
unemployment question will be moved by 
| Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, and supported 
by Mr. Wheatley and Mr. Snowden. The 
debate next Monday will be one of con 
siderable importance ; for the Government 
will take the opportunity of announcing 
its intentions regarding the future of the 
“dole ” and the measures which it pro- 
poses to take to find work in several 
directions for the unemployed. In the 
Lobby the motion is regarded as purely a 
political demonstration ; for even the most 
extreme Socialists admit in conversation 
that the unemployment question cannot 
be solved satisfactorily in a few months. 

It is generally agreed in Socialist circles 
that the recent great additions to the 
ranks of the unemployed have been due 
to the condition of the mining industry, 
and that it is quite possible that the 


it takes a change for the better. The 
best judges in the Socialist ranks do not 
admit, however, that the mining outlook is 
hopeless. The position bristles with diffi 
culties, but it is still hoped that, with 
good-will on both sides, a revival of 
prosperity may be found. ‘In the Socialist 
ranks the sympathies are naturally with 
the miners, but the party is not blind to 
the absolute necessity of both parties 
working together as harmoniously as 
possible in order to restore confidence in 
the industry. 


The Eight-Hour Day. 


I believe that it is now recognised 
among the coal-owners that there is no 
prospect that a proposal for a reversion 
to the eight-hour day in the mining in- 
dustry will meet with consideration by 
the miners, or that the Government would 
agree to put it into operation by legisla- 
tion. This does not alter their point of 
view that a return to the eight-hour day 
is essential if the industry is to be brought 
back to a healthy state ; but, in the mean- 
while, they will content themselves with 
tearing up the old agreement. It was 
rather expected that the owners would 
give notice to terminate this agreement 
to-morrow, but they do not wish to rush 
matters unduly. 


The Rail Crisis. 


Little news leaked out this afternoon 
regarding the meeting between the repre- 
sentatives of the railway companies and 
the delegates of the unions with members 
engaged in railway work. The meeting 
was private and informal, but the attend- 
ance was notable; for the National Union 
of Railwaymen was represented by its 
Executive, including the President, Mr 
W. Dobbie, Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P.. and 
Mr. ©. T. Cramp. It is impossible to 
give anv forecast of the turn which events 
may take in connection with the railways 
but at the moment there seems to be a 
disposition to examine the situation most 
thoroughly im a spirit of good-will and 
conciliation which may mean much in the 
future. 


The Chinese Disturbances. 


The Archdeacon of Hong Kong. the 
Venerable E. J. Barnett, who has recently 
arrived in London, considers that the 

situation im China is extremely dangerous 
—worse in some ways than during the 
Taping rebellion or the Boxer rising. Mr. 

Barnett said to-day that when he left 
China the Bolsheviks were making no 
attempt to disguise their aetivities, and 
gradually growing armies were drilling 
under the Red Flay in the next compound 
to his; and on the last day ef February 
there was a street fight between a Russian- 
ised force and another faction on his 
doorstep. The Archdeacon has been told 
that there was not a Government office 
in (anton which had not one or more 
Russians on its staff, while Russians were 
to be seen everywhere 


Savings Certificates. 


The expectation that Mr. Churchill, 
when he addresses the meeting of the 
National Savings Movement at the Guild 
hall next week, will announce a reduction 
in the price of issue is not likely to be 
fulfilled. The certificates certainly 
showed a slight dropping off in popularity 
for a few weeks after the price was raised 
from 15s. 6d. to 16s., but since then the 
sales have shown a satisfactory increase, 
and they are now bought to the extent of 
over a million a week. The vield is not 
quite so high as upon the Free State 
certificates, but it is double the rate paid 
upon deposits in the Post Office Savings 
Bank, and in times of greater industria! 
prosperity their sales would probably

HEADMASTERS’ CRITICISM OF 
MATHEMATICAL PAPERS. 


TRICKY PROBLEMS. 


— 


RITICISMS were levelled against the 
m ical papers in the recent 
intermediate ‘and © heaving certificate 
examinations in the Free State, at á 
meeting of the Standing Committee of th 
Catholic Headmasters’ Association, held 
in Dublin ‘yesterday, when the following 
statement was adopted :— 

| We recognise the substantial fairness of the 
papers set in subjects other than mathe- 
matics under the new programme, and approve 
of the progressive educational policy they in- 
dicate. e protest, however, that the mathe- 
matical papers were, in general, so difficult in 
style and length that they were grossly un- 
fayr to- pupils, schools rents. This is 
the unanimous view of teachers, parents and 
heads of schquls, as far as we have been able 
to ascertain. It should be obvious to anybody 
in intimate touch with the every-day work of 
the schools and: the standard fairly to be ex- 
pected from pupils, 

ECCENTRIC STANDARDS. 

Headmasters and teachers, both individually 
and through their associations, bave for years 
past held very emphatic views as to the un- 
fairness of the whole standard of the mathe- 
matical programmes and examinations, and 
have repeatedly represented these views to 
the Ministry of ‘Edacation. The whole ad 
ministration of the mathematical side of the 
work of the Ministry is grossly unjust, dis- 
couraging and detrimental to secondary edu- 
cation, seeing that good pupils, well taught 
and with a good acid education, are 
branded as “ failures’ because, though quite 
capable of passing fair, straight tests, 55 
are unable to satisfy: what the mass oí head- 
masters and teachers regard as the eccentric 
views and standards of the Ministry's mathe- 
matical advisers Surely, such an over- 
whelming consensus of opinion deserves re- 
spect. 

We have heard mathematical experts of the 
highest authority condemn the present standard 
of programme and examinations; we have 
heard none defend it. Throughout the schools 
and amongst parents, who are ín a position .te 
give a-judgment, the view is very emphati- 
cally held that the onlytremedy left for the 
Ministry to adopt, as a matter of justice, is to 
change the personnel’ of its mathematical ex- 
perts, since they persist in ges the views 

scant re- 
spect 

Furthermore, as a matter of strict justice 
to the pupils, we demand that the condition 


of passing in mathematics in order to secure 
a pass in the examination as a whole, should, 


where applicable, be abolished for this year. 
No lesser remedy will do, in view of the 
whole demovalising effect on pupils of this 
year s papers. ! 

We trust that other associations of head- 
masters aud teachers -will also the 
opinions. which we understand them to hold 
and to have frequently expressed. 

A DETAILED CRITICISM. 

We submit a detailed criticiam cf the 
papers drawn up by mathematieal teachers 
of high authority, abilitv, and experience. 
We attack the mathematical papers of the 
present year in the strongest and most 
unmeasured terms. Our reasons are, briefly, 
as followa:— ! 

.1—The papers are far too long. 
2—The papers are unfair and entirely 
incorrect in style. 
3—-The papers are too difficult.

It was worse than nationalisation, because in 
nationalisation there was finality, and in that 
there was none. The Government was begin- 
ning to realise what a monster it had reared 
up in that question of land, which was 
nationalised up to the hilt. 


A WAY OUT. 

It was going to have electricity nationalised, 
and he did not think the day was very far 
off when “Yailways would be nationalised if 
they were not on their guard.. He was sug- 
gesting to the Government a way out of the 
disaster with which they were threatened. 
He did not ask the Government to abandon 
its policy—that would be asking too great a 
sacrifice from any politicians who valued their 
prestige—but that would be the right and 
courageous course. 

He had not met a single person in a posi- 
tion to finance the scheme who was in favour 
of it: He asked the Government to consider 
what a danger there would be if it went to 
the country to get the money and failed to 
get it. It was a risk involving the credit of 
the State, and that risk no Government 
should take if they valued the national credit. 
The Minister had said that Messrs. Siemens- 
Schuckert were prepared to finance the 
schéme. His advice was “let them do it.” 
They. were coming in with that big contract ; 
let them come in also with their money. 
That would be a security for ‘their efficient 
performance. . It would be a safeguard to the 
national credit, and it certainly would be a 
safeguard to the political prestige of the 
Government, and, moreover, would save the 
State from the poisonous virus of nationalisa- 
tion. 

TORPEDOING. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell said that attempts had 

been made to torpedo the first real effort ‘‘to 
make the country an economic entity.’’ He 
ventured to say that if other people had been 
entrusted with the survey and if an English 
firm had been given the contract a great deal 
of the opposition would have evaporated.

An 
examination of this type does not test a boy's 
knoweldge. He may waste a great deal of 
tim’ in trying a difficult question, then fail to 
see the trick in several easy ones, and so 
finish his three hours with hitle or nothing 
done—though perhaps he may know his ordi- 
nar’ algebra, arithmetic and geometry quite 
well indeed. '

APPEAL FOR SUPPORT. 


At the annual meeting of the Royal Medi- 
cal Benevolent Fund Society of Ireland, held 
at the Royal College of Physicians, Dublin, 
yesterday, the report and financial statement 
for the past year were submitted and passed. 
During the year 86 grants had been made 
to medical men and their dependents amount- 
ing to £1,755, as compared with £1,540 in the 
revious year. The income of the General 

nd from all sources was £2,097. Dividends 
and interest yielded an increased income of 
and in the Dublin area subscriptions 
showed an increase of £21. Those paid 
through the Central Treasurer were £20 
higher. The fall in the capital value of Rail- 
way had been noted with anxiety, as 


a large proportion of the funds are invested 
in Irish railways, and the matter of future 
action in this matter is being considered by 
the trustees. 

A strong appeal is made to those members 
of the medical profession who have not 
hitherto helped the fund to do so now. The 
means at.the disposal of the Society have 
never been large enough to enable the trustees 
to make adequate response to the many calls 
upon it, and the period of financial stress 
through which the country is passing makes 
the need all the more urgent. 

uring discussion of the report it was 
stated emphatically that the nature and aims 
of the bociety should be brought before 
médical men in the early days of their career, 
as only the whole-hearted support of the 
younger men would ensure the continuation 
of the fund on a wider field of support on 
a sound financial basis.

AMERICA LEADS GREAT

MOSES O’NEILL’S LAPSE. 


PRESTWICK, Thursday Night. 

The first day of the hampionship 
has scintillated with sensations, and at the 
close of twelve hours’ golf two entrants from 
the United States—Macdonald Smith, a 
native of Carnoustie, Forfarshire, and Jim 
Barnes, a Cornishman—are in a commanding 
position. The Scottish-American is two 
strokes better than Barnes, but, compared 
with his nearest British rival, ’ Macdonald 
Smith is in possession of a six strokes lead. 
That equals the largest lead a player has ever 
had at the end of the second round of the 
championship. 

In 1920 Abe Mitchell was six strokes better 
than the rest of the field, and eventually he 
failed to win the championship. 

However. in combination Smith and Barnes 
can scarcely fail, and at the scene of the 
championship this evening the title is re- 
garded as almost certain to go back to the 
United States. One or other of the Americans 
might crack, but it is not likely that both of 
them will do so. 

Smith’s golf in the first round was brilliant, 
but he had no good fortune on the fiery 
course. However, in the afternoon he played 
with machine-like precision, and he reduced 
the new record of 70, created by Barnes 
ws in the day, by a single stroke. 

H. Taylor made a wonderful fight in his 
hi round, and at the second a. in the 
afternoon he way “BE the striking feat 
of holing in one stro This fortunate stroke 
might have sent him flying to the highest 
achievements, but he had a good deal of 
trouble thereafter, and at the ninth hole 
rushing spectators interfered with his drive. 
Curiously enough, Taylor’s partner at the 
first hole in the first round took an 8, and 
at the same hole in the afternoon he took 14 
strokes, which is a championship highest 
score record at any hole. 

Archie Compston, the giant Manchester 
golfer, is next to the Americans, and the early 
favourites, Duncan and the Whitcombes, are 
much too far behind to be considered 
seriously. Joe Kirkwood, the Australian, is 
17 strokes behind the leader. | For the pur- 
pose of comparison, the details of Barnes's 
record round carly to-day, and then, in turn, 
Macdonald Smith's new record are interest:

CATTLF. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN . CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—Ignoring 
the variation in the number of exhibits on 
our market as between this and last week, 
supplies of stock continue on a comparatively 
small level for the season. Cattle are fully 
five to six weeks behind in condition, and 
the gathering here was of very ordinary char- 
acter in point of quality. There was rather 

a better attendance of buyers and a generally 
horcnh inquiry, but trading, all the same, 
was dominated by a  cautiols saan: 
tion, and the most that could be 
said with regard to values was that 
the previous downward tendency, cover- 
ing many weeks past, was to some extent 
scotched. -Beef, however, was a bit irregular, 
and for the commoner classes perhaps oc 
casionally lower. Sheep unchanged, whilst 
lambs were firmer without being quotably 
dearer. The most conspicuous feature of 
market was that it was more readily sold up 
thay previously. With regard to Canadian 
cattle, Montreal advices this week show that 
prices are on a much firmer basis, and that 
shipments are practically 3,250 head. Spot 
shipping values appear to be 8 dollars 25 
cents to 8.50 per too Ibs. for choice finished 
young steers, and from 7.75 to 8.00 dollars for 
ood, whilst medium and ordinary are around 

.25 to 7.50 per 100 Ibs. Cows average 5.50 to 
6.00, and shipping bulls 4.50 to 5.25. It is 
understood that more extensive freight accom- 
modation has been secured for July and 
August, and, as terms have been settled at 
20 dollars per head, shipments are likely to 
be much larger, as considerable numbers of 
tripe cattle are available. It is anticipated, 
therefore, that Canadian exports of cattle for 
Liverpool, Manchester, Glasgow and Cardiff 
will probably run up to 4, head, if not 
more, per werk for the months ni med; and 
if this is true it will certainly be a serious 
menace to the Irish cattle industry at the 
oher side of the Channel.
